DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This pertains to the Amendments to the Specifications, the Amendments to the 
Drawings, the Amendments to the Claims, and to the Remarks/Arguments, all filed 30 
June 2008. It is acknowledged that Applicants have cancelled claims 1 and 2, amended 
claims 3-8, and added new claims 9 - 20. Claims 3-20 remain pending in this 
Application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because not all issues cited in the Office Action 
filed 01/31/2008 have been corrected. Fig.2 blocks 245, 250 and 255 refer to "Mean of, 
whereas they should refer to "Means of. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.
